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“For First Time, Drug 
‘Cocktail’ Seems to 
Eliminate HIV in its Hiding

A new combination of 
drugs is capable of eliminating 
all detectable levels of HIV in 
the body tissues where it is 
known to reside, researchers 
say. Previous studies have 
shown that the drugs can 
reduce the level of HIV in the 
bloodstream, but the virus is 
also known to hide in the 
tonsils, lymph nodes, spinal 
fluid, and semen. Sven 
Danner, of the University of 
Amsterdam, and colleagues, 
report that six patients given a 
combination of Glaxo 
Wellcome’s AZT and 3TC and 
Abbott Laboratories’ protease 
inhibitor Norvir had no sign of 
HIV in their tonsil tissue after 
six months of treatment. A 
separate study found that the 
combination of AZT, 3TC, and 
Boehringer Ingelheim’s drug 
Viramune had a similar impact 
on HIV in the lymph tissue of 
patients who had no detectable 
HIV in their blood.

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BUILDING HOLIDAY 
TRADITONS—MY GAY 
CHRISTMAS 


It’s another Sunday in mid-November, another Sunday of 
snow and cold and | am sitting at my dining room table 
making Christmas invitations to my annual Xmas Eve 
open house. I have had these December 24 open houses 


for about 14 years, and they have become a tradition for 
me. As I think of the years, I am surprised at how this 
has become my Christmas—a gay holiday tradition. 


I was raised in a family with 6 brothers and sisters. On 
my father’s side of the family - the seven of us - my 
brothers and sisters were the only grandchildren. 
Christmas was a very big event. It certainly dominated 
all other festivities, and I have many fond memories 
related to my childhood and Christmas. 


Like many families of the time, the holidays combined 
both religious activities and secular activities around 
‘Santa Claus’. I remember the season beginning with my 
father packing us kids in the car and driving to tree lots to 
buy a Christmas tree. Every year we would come home 
with a very large tree and my mother would exclaim that 
she didn’t know why we had to have such a big tree. My 
father blamed the decision on us kids—the truth was he 
always picked out the tree and he liked large balsam 
Christmas trees. 


The Sunday before Christmas was a very busy and 
exciting day! In the afternoon, my family would start 
popping popcorn and then proceed to make 50 or 60 
popcorn balls! One of the great things about large 
families is that you make (and eat) large quantities of 
good things. For the previous two weeks my mother 
would have made hundreds of cut-out cookies, and on 
Sunday evening, we would frost and decorate all of 
them—usually a 2 or 3 hour chore that left us both messy 
and on a sugar high! 


December 24 started with the Christmas tree being 
brought into the house and set up. I remember standing 
and staring out the window waiting for my grandparents 
to arrive, as they lived quite some distance away. After 
dinner we would prepare a plate of cookies, and other 
assorted treats for Santa and his reindeer. Then the older 
kids would go to a midnight service with my grandparents 
while the rest would go to bed. Although I cannot 
imagine how they did it, after the midnight service, my 
parents would eat the goodies, decorate the tree, wrap 
gifts and put them under the tree. My mother says that it 
was usually Sam before she got to bed, as there was 
always some tricycle or buggy that my father had to 
assemble! And in this way, Christmas arrived for me as a 
child. 


My roommate John and I both found ourselves here in 
Edmonton in the early 80’s, thousands of kilometers 
from home. In a melancholic mood and reminiscing 
about our Christmases, John and I decided we would have 
our own Christmas! Low and behold as we talked with a 
number of our friends we found that they were in much 
the same situation as the two of us. In fact I remember a 
good friend saying that he stayed home alone on 
Christmas because he found it a depressing time and 
could not relate to the traditional ‘family’ holiday. 


And so, on that Christmas back in 1982, John and I 
organized a Christmas Eve open house where we 
particularly invited other lesbians and gay men who found 
themselves in similar situations as we were. 


Now, 1|4 years later, this has become my Christmas 


tradition with many old and new friends, some 
who have moved from Edmonton and who now 
return for Christmas. And I have carried some of 
my childhood memories into the present—I still 
buy and decorate a big tree every year, I bake and 
decorate hundreds of Christmas cookies and I 
look out my ‘bubble’ window on Christmas eve 
waiting for my family—gay and lesbian family to 
arrive. 


It will be the same this year—another open house 
on Christmas Eve beginning at 8pm.

Health Canada over the past year. has approved four new drugs that show 
promise in slowing down the progression of HIV infection by reducing the 
amount of virus in our bodies. These drugs, 3TC, and the Protease Inhibitors - 
saquinavir, indinavir and ritonvair - are now available for use in combination 
therapy and are proven (over the short history of their use) to be effective in 
providing an improved quality of life for HIV infected persons. The problem for 
people living in Alberta is that these drugs are very expensive and are currently 
not available under the provincial drug program. The only drugs that are 
available are AZT, ddl and ddC and 3TC. Research shows us, however, that 
these drugs alone, or in combination, are not effective over a long period of time. 
What we need is to be able to add the new drugs as part of the combination of 
drugs that we take. The current standard suggests that people whose immune 
systems have reached a certain level should be taking AZT (if they can tolerate 
it), along with 3TC and one of the Protease Inhibitors. In order to take this 
combination, someone living in Alberta must have a recognized drug plan that 
will cover the new drugs, or be able to afford to pay the high costs of these drugs. 
AZT and 3TC are provided free of charge. To add one of the other drugs will 
cost approximately an additional $600.00 per month that, until Friday November 
15th, was at the expense of the person taking the drug. It is unfortunate that it 
took eight months of Alberta officials promising a decision on providing these 
drugs. Who knows if any livés of HIV infected individuals might have been 
prolonged had this decision been made sooner. At least they ave now available, 
and the government has added an additional 3 million dollars to the bureaucracy 
responsible for the distribution of these drugs. 

The second issue of concern to Albertans was that of access to the new 
diagnostic test called viral load. Up until recently, this test was only available to 
researchers. Now, however, with the production of new test kits, the cost of this 
test has been reduced to the point where it is available for diagnostic purposes. 
Until now, we could only indirectly measure the amount of virus that could be 
found in our bodies. With viral load testing, we can get an accurate measure of 
how much actual free virus we have in our blood. This measurement is vital in 
the planning of our treatment. It provides us with information as to when we 
should decide to begin drug therapy and, once we have begun a chosen therapy, 
how effective that therapy is in reducing the amount of virus that we have in our 
bodies. The two provincial labs in Alberta are set to provide this test, but could 
not do so until last Friday, where again the labs were provided with the funds to 
begin this diagnostic procedure. Now we can have access to an important tool to 
help us determine with our health care providers the most appropriate treatment 
regime for ourselves. 

The delay is inexcusable. Approval should have been automatically given when 
Health Canada gave its formal approval for the drugs to be used in Canada. 
There is no process in Alberta for the speedy addition of drugs to the provincial 
drug program, nor is there any process in place for HIV infected Albertan’s to 
have a say in this approval process. This was the issue that was addresses by 
Living Positive in its briefing paper titled Treatment = Life presented on 
September |, 1996. 

This paper stated, in part, that “much has been said of the cost of caring for 
people living with HIV. Less has been said about the economic and social 
benefits of investing in our health and well-being. Investing in health for people 
living with HIV means investing not only in individual people, but healthy 
families and communities. We can’t concentrate on living if all our energies are 
going into wondering how we’ re going to stay alive. Threats to accessing existing 
and emerging therapies amount to a threat to our lives.” The briefing paper 
concludes with a number of recommendations: 


That the Government of 
Alberta, through Alberta 
Health, provide coverage of 
new and emerging therapies to 
all people of Alberta. 


That the Government of Alberta educate and make people aware of 
decisions affecting their lives that are being made by Alberta Health. 


That the Government of Alberta educate people about how to be a partner 
is the decision making process. 


That the Government of Alberta bring together the people who are most 
affected by these decisions so they can make truly informed decisions. 


That the Government of Alberta realistically, holistically and actively 
involve in all aspects of the decision-making process, including being 


present at the table when final decisions are made, those who will be directly impacted 
by the decisions, ... and they must be a senior partner in the decision making process 
because of their expertise. 


The importance of these recommendations goes far beyond improving the quality of life for 
HIV infected people. Our recommendations, while coming from an AIDS advocacy group, 
are purposely worded because this is an issue that affects all Albertans facing a health 
problem that involves the use of new and costly drugs, cancer treatments, renal failure 
treatments, multiple sclerosis just to name a few. For HIV, there is already a new set of drugs 
that are in the process or about to be sent to Health Canada for approval. When these drugs 
are approved, they will be added to the pool of drugs that will be used in combination to treat 
HIV infection. Without these recommendations being put in place by Alberta Health, we will 
once again have to initiate another battle to have them included in the Alberta Health 
program. 

What are we doing about this situation? The briefing paper is only part of our advocacy 
strategy. We are currently attempting to build partnerships with other health groups who 
facing similar problems in order to work together to solve these concerns for all Albertans. 
An initial meeting with interested stakeholders is planned for December/January. We 
continue to meet with Alberta Health over these concerns, and plan other strategies over the 
next few weeks. 

What can you do to help? If you agree with our position, we encourage you as individuals to 
write to the Minister of Health, Halver Johnson, demanding that action be taken now. You 
could also write to your own MLA making the same request. An additional letter to Minister 
of Finance, Jim Dinning, demanding that Alberta reinvest some of the surplus funds back 
into the AIDS program so that drugs and diagnostic tests are available would also be of 
assistance. The more letters they receive, the more likely they are to take notice of the 
situation.

Come out 
where ever 
you are! 


Coming out! when, how, where, to whom 
are things each of us must consider when we 
decide to take the giant step out of the 
proverbial “closet”. A tremendously 
difficult decision for those living in Alberta, 
as this province makes coming out a more 
difficult issue. 1 used to be so far in closet 
that I my shoulders had points on either side 
as result of the hanger and the heavy societal 
weight that was placed on me not to come 
out. Coming out personally, and publicly, 
has been a lengthy process. It has, for the 
most part, been rewarding. The 
discouragement that does exist flows from 
this government's antiquated attitude. Thier 
refusal to extend equal rights to our 
community has serious ramifications on an 
individual's decision to “come out”. Alberta 
and PEI are the only provinces left that do 
not provide legislative prohibitions that 
include sexual orientation. 


We live in a province that challenged the provincial 
court ruling that found that sexual orientation must be 
read into our human rights legislation, the Individual 
Rights Protection Act. What kind of message does that 
put out to the narrow- minded folks that think it is cool 
to go out “gay bashing”, or the bigots (AKA rednecks) 
who so blatantly discriminate? The government's 
decision to appeal told many Alberta families that this 
government does not believe in equal rights. That is 
why our community is proceeding to the Supreme 
Court of Canada. The Delwin Vriend Defense fund has 
been set up for donations if you wish to help with this 
court challenge 


So what does the reality of being Gay, Lesbian, or 
bisexual in this province mean to individuals, their 
families and friends? It leads to questions like: Will this 
cost me my job? Will my landlord evict me? Will I be 
able to attain services with out any repercussions? How 
will I be treated by my family and friends? Do I really 
want to grow up gay in this hateful society? These are 
some of the harsh realities 


Whether you are single or married, with or without 
kids, coming out can be incredibly difficult with 
unknown consequences. Those realities must be 
considered by those that are struggling with orientation 
based issues. Suicide is a frightening choice for many, 
particularly young men and women. A recent study by 
two prominent Alberta doctors have found that Alberta 
has one of the highest youth suicide rates in Canada, as 
well as worldwide! In 1992/93 it was over eight times 
what it was forty years previously. Several studies 
indicate that adolescents with a same sex orientation 
are at extreme risk for suicide, comprising over 30% of 
all completed adolescent male suicides annually. 
Society puts so much pressure on an individual and a 
family to fit in. Wear this, drink this buy that: do this, 
go there, sleep with her, sleep with him. This is 
society's expectations of who and what you should be. 
Do not let this kind of pressure change the way you feel 
about yourself. If you need help speak to those who’s 
judgment your trust. Be true to yourself, after all 
honesty and integrity is of the utmost importance. The 
Gay and Lesbian Community Centre (GLCCE) can also 
be of assistance in a number of ways. (488-3234) If 
you are a parent: of a gay of lesbian, there is a more 
powerful advocate than a parent, be proud of yours 
kids. There is also PFLAG as a tremendous resource 
for parents. The process does not have to be one of 
breaking the hinges off the closet door as you proudly 
march out that hideous place designed for clothes and 


not for people. It is a very individual decision. You can 
quietly support your community by spending your 
money in establishments that are a proud part of our 
community. You can financially, or politically, support 
community groups and their organizations. Support 
those groups who support our community. By staying 
in the closet, we make ourselves invisible; by coming

Christmas makes me sad. It’s not supposed to. 
But it does. It’s getting so there are more things 
I dislike about Christmas than there are things I 
like. Maybe I’ ve just lost the spirit and the hope 
that’s supposed to be present at the darkest time 
of the year in Edmonton. 

Christmas is a time to give, ‘they’ tell us, and 
the commercialization of the whole gift-giving 
thing has got me down. I dread having to go 
shopping for people when I don’t have a clue 
what they would appreciate. I wander aimlessly, 
and with growing frustration at the surveying 
and selecting process. I sometimes get what I’d 
like to get, but not even that is satisfying. I’ve 
even written and asked my cousin and brother 
if we couldn’t just stop buying gifts for each 
other (perhaps continue for the children, but 
even then I have no idea what they would now 
enjoy) - they live back east and never 
communicate. It’s like a duty or obligation, and 
my heart’s not in it any more. I love to give 
something to someone when I have a good idea 
what they want or need, but setting out because 
I feel obligated to buy someone something 
when I have no idea as to what that something 
is that they would appreciate drains me. Please 
don’t give me anything out of obligation or 
guilt. 

I live in hope because I see more people just 
sending a card or making a simple gift (a jar of 
preserves, some home-made fudge, a poem, a 
story, a drawing, a jar of cashews, a special 
soap, a candle, a personal certificate for a 
service you'll render, a little extravagance 
someone would not usually get for themselves). 
There is hope that I will be free to give without 
guilt or not give without shame. 

Christmas is a time for family, ‘they’ tell us, but 
I sense so much pain around those friends who 
have families who have rejected them, or 
families who do not welcome their partners. I 
hear their horror stories of each having to go to 
their own blood relatives when their hearts are 
torn apart because they would really rather be 
together. They go “home” out of duty and 
family pressure to please a parent, even when 
that parent has forbidden their soul-mate to 
come home with them. There are also those 
people who feel that they don’t have, or actually 
do not have, a family to share the Christmas 
time with. I’d invite them to connect with 
someone else who feels the same way and 
resolve to spend some time together. 

I live in hope as I work at creating my own 
“family of choice”, until being with my blood 
relatives is a joy. There is hope when we reach 
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out beyond ourselves. Its hard to spread affection 
around without getting some in return; for every 
hug you give you usually get one or more in return. 
And when you offer to massage someone’s 
shoulders, have you ever had them reject the gift. 
Christmas is a time for love for all humans, ‘they’ 
tell us, and I’m sad that it comes so slowly and 
evaporates so quickly. We see hampers made and 
given, toys collected and given and two weeks later 
we’re back in our comfortable ruts, never thinking 
about the marginalized and impoverished in our 
community. 

I see hope in that the Bissell Centre, and the Inner 
City Pastoral Care group feed over 250 people 
lunch every Sunday of the year. I see hope when 
people call and find out how they can help with 
that “kitchen” ministry to others. I see hope when 
more people volunteer an evening a week, or a 
time on the weekend to help out at the AIDS 
Network or the GLCCE or some church or other 
service agency all year long. That’s loving more 
than once a year; that’s what true Christmas spirit 
is - a giving of self all year long. It’s also a great 
way to meet other giving people who are also 
volunteering. 

Christmas makes me sad when I think of all the 
people who are depressed by what they don’t have 
at Christmas. They see images of happy families 
and generous friends and don’t experience these 
themselves. They don’t see any hope for the future 
and Christmas just makes them feel that despair 
more keenly. I’ ve been there. I even contemplated 
suicide once when I felt trapped in a society that 
condemned who I was and when I saw no way that 
I would be loved as the gay man I am. Thank God 
I didn’t carry my thoughts through to action. I 
can’t recall what kept me going, but I have seen 
enough change in society over the last half century 
to have great hope that we are learning and 
growing in spirit. | experience that Edmonton is a 
better place to live than it was when I came here 
25 years ago. Maybe it takes some perspective to 
see the slow progress, but progress is there. This 
Christmas I'll be sad but I'll also be glad that ’'m a 
valued volunteer and have a chosen family to 
spend time with singing carols and playing games. 
That’s my prayer for all of us - offering ourselves 
as a gift to one another all year long; that will 
really bring “joy to our world!”

1. TATTOOED PEOPLE ARE COOLER. 
Not so. From personal experience I can tell you that 
somehow, somewhere, some real dweebs managed to get 


tattooed. ( and you most likely know some of them too) 


2. A TATTOO WILL CHANGE YOUR LIFE. 
Depends on how you go about it. Getting some dumb 
little blip inked on your butt probably won’t affect you for 
more then a week or so. Once the thrill wears off, you'll be 
right back into your everyday rut. But thinking out the right 
design and getting a knock-yer-socks-off piece may just 


inspire you to make some other changes in your life. 


3. TATTOOS ARE A RITE OF PASSAGE 
Sometimes tattoos are just that....tattoos. Not every 


ink event is fraught with deep emotional significance 


4. TATTOO ARTIST ARE SHAMANS 
Maybe some are. Most are just business men and 


women trying to make a living with their art 


$. ARTISTS LOVE CLIENTS WHO TAKE AN 
INTEREST. 

Tattoo artistexpect you to ask the important questions, 
look through their portfolios, and don’t begrudge spending 
time working on a custom design, But once you're in th 
chair they'd like you to sit still and quit wiggling around to 


observe the tattoo’s progress 


6. ARTIST LIKE CLIENTS WHO SAY 
WHATEVER YOU WANT” 


Nobody wants the responsibility of coming up with 


“DO 


a design for someone else to wear forever. Unless you've 
been working with a particular artist for a long time, don’t 
expect him or her to design your tattoos from scratch with no 


input from you 


7. EVERY TATTOOIST HAS ARTISTIC TALENT. 
Unfortunately, this is false. 


8. YOU DON’T NEED TO BE A REAL ARTIST TO 
TATTOO. 

For a lot of wannabe tattooers, this statement is false, 
also, like all artists, every tattooist needs to have a good grasp 
of the tried-and-true principles of composition, colour and 


shading to be able to apply a decent tattoo. 


9. ANYBODY WHO DOESN’ T HAVE A STREET SHOP 
IS A SCRATCHER. 

If they’re working in a place where they can’t assure 
sterile procedures, yeah, they’re probably scratchers. But 
there is a difference between working “under-ground” and a 
scratcher. Many a good artist is occasionally between shops 
or working in a town where tattooing is outlawed, and many 
a scratcher is able to weasel his way into a shop, at least for 


a while. Use your common sense. 


10. ANY TATTOOIST WILL FINISH THIS PIECE. 

If one artist started it, another will most likely not 
finish it unless they get permission from the first artist. 
Exceptions will be an obvious case of a butchered tattoo...no 
one will expect you to return to that artist for a fix-up. But a 
pro may rag on you a bit for going to a Cut Rate Charlie’s for 
a Blue-Light Specials Tattoo in the first place. 


11. IMAGINATION IS YOUR ONLY LIMITATION. 
Some images just don’t work as tattoos. Be willing 
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to take your artist’s input into account. If he says it needs to be bigger or 


less complicated, trust him or get a couple of other opinions. 


12. OF COURSE, IT HURTS. 
Not always, and not as much as some people would like you to 


believe. 


13. ARTISTS ALWAYS WANT YOU TO GET BIG DESIGNS SO 
THEY CAN CHARGE MORE. 

Nonsense, most top artists today have more work than they can 
handle and can make more money doing a lit of small, uncomplicated 
pieces than a few large complex ones. Almost all tattoos do look better 
the they're bigger. A good rule of thumb is that you'll never regret going 


bigger. 


14. TATTOOING CAN GIVE YOU AIDS. 
There has never been a reported case of AIDS transmission due 
to tattooing in “developed” countries. Any shop that follows sterile 


procedure will not transmit disease 


15. YOU DON’T NEED AN AUTOCLAVE, THIS “THING” 
WORKS JUST AS WELL. 

The only way to sterilize instruments is with an autoclave. 
Pressure cookers, bleaching the needles, or any other “voodoo” just 


doesn’t cut it. 


16. TATTOOS ARE FOREVER. 
Tattoos fade. Tattoos blur. Tattoos can be lasered off or covered 
up. Nothing stays the same forever. But once the needle touches your 


skin you'll never be an ink virgin again. 


17. YOU CAN’T COVER THAT UP. 


You can. Go to another artist. 


18. COVERUPS GET RID OF UGLY TATTOOS. 
Coverups sometimes replace ugly tattoo with an 

even uglier one. Don’t assume that dumping something 

over a bad tattoo is the answer. Find a really good artist and 


make sure that you're getting what you want. 


19. WE CAN ONLY COVER IT WITH SOMETHING 

BIG AND DARK, LIKE A PEACOCK TAIL. 
Coverups don’t have to be a dark blob. Find an artist 

who knows how to work with light and dark tones and can 


give you a tattoo that has definition and life. 


20. LASER REMOVAL IS THE ANSWER. 
Not always. There are some tattoo pigments that 
lasers can’t get rid of. Make sure your dermatologist has 


experience in tattoo removal and has a battery of lasers 


21. DON’T PUT ANY OINTMENT ON IT, KEEP IT 
FRY AND IT’LL HEAL FASTER. 

Keeping it dry will lead to a faster development of 
scabs and may lead you to think you’ ve accelerated healing. 
In reality those heavy scabs will pull colour out of the tattoo 
as they shed. 


I hope that I was able to shed a little light on what might go 
through your mind or what you may have heard from others 
when thinking of getting a tattoo. If you have any questions 
or concerns about tattoos, please feel free to call anytime we 
will be more them happy to answer your questions or help 
you design your first tattoo.
